NAMED BY THE

TIONAL CONVENTION ON FRIDAY. 


Tho Democratic National Convention at 


Kansas City completed ita work on Friday 
by nominating Adlai E. Stevenson, of 
Illinois, for Vice President. 


Kx-Senator David B. Hill, of jNew York, 


was requested to accept the nomination, 
but he checked a great stampede which 
was started in hie behalf. 
The Now York 


delegation led this stampede aud presented 
Hill as its candidate. 
The vast crowd 


shouted wildly for Hill, but he made a 
speech saying firmly that he could not ac- 
cept the nomination and this headed off 
the movement. 


Thoaa who were put iu nomination be- 


fore the convention, besides Stevenson and 
Hill, were Charles A. Towne, of Minne- 
sota ; Gov. John Walter Smith, of Mary- 
land ; Col. Julian 8. Carr, of North Caro- 
lina ; J. Hamilton Lewie, of the State of 
Washington, and A. W. Patrick, oi Ohio. 
Lewi a withdrew hia name before the bal- 
.otiug .began. James S. Hogg, of Texas, 
ind Klliutt Dauforth, of New York, re- 
ieived one vote each, although they were 
not formally nominated. The totals in the 
result of the ballot were as follows :
